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REDUCTION IN FIRE INSURANCE OUTLAY. 

With the expense ratio of fire insurance com- 
panies on the increase, and a higher loss ratio, 
it behooves them to consider carefully the pos- 
sibility of lopping off here and there needless 
expenditures, or adjusting others so that there 
will not be a duplicate outlay. 

There are numerous ways whereby extra ex- 
penses can be curtailed and it is well for the 
companies to begin at home. 

Adjustments of losses are frequently expen- 
sive. A large number of men are sent to the 
scene of operations when really a half dozen 
do the work. Again, in numerous instances, 
adjustments are made to cater to the assured, 
either to influence a larger share of the line or 
the entire business. Where adjusters are un- 
der the influence of the agent, it too often hap- 
pens that too liberal a settlement is made. 

Carrying “accommodation lines” for agents 
is another expensive luxury. Companies do 
tltis because others do, and if the favor is not 
granted, the agent retaliates. In these cases, 
the rate is rarely commensurate with the haz- 
ard. 

Duplicate inspections are another superfluous 
item. Take in Ohio, for example, inspections 
are made by the Ohio Inspection Bureau, the 
Insurance Survey Bureau, the Western Fac- 
tory Insurance Association, special agents, and 
so on. Sometimes all these overlap. One sys- 
tem should have covered all. A perfect sched- 
ule for the work will allow no duplicates. 

While it is true, these bureaus may give a 
different class of information, and while all 
companies do not belong ta them, yet there 
should be some master mind who will evolve a 
scheme to avoid overlapping. 

Each set of workers should be distinct and 
their duties differentiated from the rest. 
Only in this way can a company avoid paying 
twice or three times for the same work.

LIVE ISSUE IN LIFE INSURANCE. 

The action of the Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts departments on the question of “cash 
paid for business” brings that issue to a focus 
in life circles. 

The Connecticut department will demand in 
its forthcoming reports that companies report 
only business actually paid for. The Massa- 
chusetts department takes the ground that, 
especially until companies are given ample no- 
tice, no such requirement should be made. The 
department feels that every policy should be 
accounted for, and in the report the proper 
liability is charged against policies delivered 
but not paid for, and the net premium allowed 
aS an asset. 

It is unfortunate that the business of life 
underwriting has reached that stage in the ex- 
aggeration of its evils that insurance depart- 
ments are compelled to step in and call a halt. 
In a sense it seems presumptuous for the Con- 
necticut department to dictate to a company 











to pay out the funds of policyholders for use- 
less purposes, it is time state departments in- 
terfered. 

As every one in the calling knows, at the 
close of the year, business is written under 
pressure that will not persist, and on which 
the premium is not intended to be paid. It is 
simply dead weight, a method to swell returns 
and pad the “amount written.” The next year 
it will be in the “lapsed policies,” but it is to 
be overcome then by additional new business. 
The whirlpool continues in its course, and no 
one is deriving any benefit. The effort of com- 
panies to outstrip others, the wide dissipation 
of funds to reach a goal, the plunging, are all 
costly to the interests of the policyholders. 

If companies were required to report only 
business paid for, the first statement would 
naturally show a decrease in that item when 
compared with that of the previous year. After 
that the true status will prevail, and the actual 
workings of the company shown. 

The Connecticut department may have been 
radical in taking the step without due notice, 
and yet its action along this line is to be 
commended. Unless companies themselves ini- 
tiate these reforms, they should not complain 
when state departments do.

DECREASE IN LIFE INSURANCE DIVIDENDS. 

While the subject of dividends is largely a 
talking point with life insurance agents, and it 
is a pleasant one to speculate with when one 
has a choice pfospect at hand, yet in many 
respects too much is made of the probability 
of dividend returns. There is a principle in- 
volved, however, which should not be over- 
looked. 

The policyholders are entitled to the actual 
earnings of the’ company, if it 1s a mutual, 
after expenses and other contingencies are 
provided for, and a good working surplus is 
created. 

They have paid well for their insurance, 
and even if the premium is not large, they 
are entitled to what they have overpaid. High 
premiums and small returns seem to be the 
modern trend, and the tendency has grown 
up with the desire of companies to excel com- 
petitors in the mad race for new business. 

With companies going on a higher reserve 
basis, an excuse is made for dividend reduc- 
tions, and the justice of this point the laity 
fails to comprehend. 

Why is it necessary to scale dividends? 
There has been some decline in the rate of in- 
terest, but not commensurate with the de- 
crease that some companies are making in their 
dividends. 

Many hold that if proper care were exer- 
cised, even with a company going on a higher 
reserve, there would be no need of increasing 
the premium. The present loading, they aver, 
is entirely sufficient to take care of a larger net 
premium. Men are willing to pay a reason- 
able amount for life insurance, but it is get- 
ting to be very expensive. 

There are plenty of opportunities for a com- 
pany to begin lopping off needless expenditures 
rather than demand a higher premium from 
policyholders and decreasing dividends. There 
would be little objection to paying a higher 
premium if it meant a larger dividend, but the 
tendency is just the opposite. 

If the present current continues, it means 
that non-participating insurance will become 
more and more popular. THE WeEsTERN UN- 


DERWRITER is not decrying the participating sys- 
tem.

CAN TECHNICAL MEN ASCERTAIN IT? 


Manager S. H. Lockett of the Insurance Sur- 
vey Bureau Believes that Inspectors Are 
Well Qualified to Deal with 
the Subject. 


No little interest has been taken in a recent 
editorial in this paper wherein the ground 
was taken that technical inspectors were not 
fitted by education, training or temperament 
to arrive at correct conclusions at the moral 
hazard of a risk. 

The position assumed was that a technical 
man was absorbed in conditions of the physi- 
cal hazard. His powers were centered on a 
special line. It was not natural for him to 
detect moral hazard. He is a stranger to the 
city, has not had a large experience in study- 
ing human nature or probing for weaknesses 
or irregular strains in character. It is not 
his specialty. 

This was laid down as the general rule. 
There are many exceptions. 

Exper'ence of the Continental. 


Take, for example, the Continental Insur- 
ance Company, an institution that has made a 
specialty of technical work. It has spent 
thousands of dollars in getting this informa- 
tion, and it will spend thousands more. The 
company believes in technical inspections and 
counts them invaluable for its guidance. 

At the same time, its management now 
states that it finds that its technical reports 
form no adequate guide to moral hazard, and 
it has found it necessary to secure additional 
reports from its special agents. 

The Home Insurance Company, to an ex- 
tent, has had the same experience, and like- 
wise other companies. 


Special Agents and Technical Men. 


It will probably be found necessary to use 
special agents largely on moral hazard re- 
ports. Many of the field men are not tech- 
nical, but are competent to arrive at moral 
hazard conditions. 

The work of technical men and_ special 
agents should not conflict. There is a tend- 
ency for field men to oppose the growth of 
bureaus other than for rating purposes, be- 
cause they encroach upon their traditional 
preserves, and the fear is that bureaus will 
at. some time make the field man superfluous. 

This view is probably false, as there is 
plenty of work for the special agent in ad- 
dition to making technical inspections. 

The Insurance Survey Bureau, located at 
Chicago, to which thirty-eight companies be- 
long, follows rather a unique course, for, in 
addition to technical inspections, it aims to 
cover moral hazard. 

Its reports deal particularly with the busi- 
ness conditions of the trade and those of the 
particular plant, also giving any additional 
information possible as to the standing of 
the owner, future prospects, etc. Manager 
Lockett believes his bureau is thoroughly 
competent to deal with moral hazard. 


Manager S A. Lockett’s Position. 


In commenting on the recent editorial here- 

tofore referred to, he says, in a letter: 
Chicago, Nov. 6, 1900. 

To the Editor:—Your editorial on “Moral 
Hazard and Technical Inspections” is inter- 
esting, especially as it reiterates the views 
held by many regarding so-called technical 
inspections. Inasmuch as your paper is influ- 
ential, and justly so, for its acknowledged 
fairness, and an editorial such as the one re- 
ferred to works an unintentional injustice to 
a growing profession, I feel that a slight re- 
monstrance regarding some of your assertions 
will not be taken amiss. It might also serve 
to set right the minds of no small number of 
persons on the subject of inspections as made 
by so-called technical bureaus. 

The expert inspector does not, as you state, 
“look upon a risk entirely from a physical as- 
pect.” In fact, while he has no opportunity 


to go among a man’s neighbors to inquire into 











his moral status insurancewise, he does watch 
for all the features that indicate success or the 
lack of it. He notes the modern character 
or antiquity of machinery, methods and gen- 
eral equipment, the arrangement of buildings 
for the most economical operation of a plant, 
the nature of a stock as to its present salabil- 
ity, the location of a store with respect to a 
business center, the changing of business 
channels likely to affect the moral hazard and 
the effect of new business methods, new in- 
ventions, new chemical combinations, new 
discoveries in science and many other impor- 
tant matters upon the individual of a class, 
as he encounters it. 


Inspectors Are Not Arbitrary. 


You say a technical inspector is “more or 
less arbitrary in his conclusions, as he follows 
set rules and scientific precedent.” The writer 
has had the coaching of upward of two dozen 
men who come within the term “technical,” 
as used in your editorial, and in no instance 
has a man been retained who showed a tend- 
ency to judge insurance hazards from a purely 
technical standpoint. In all cases they have 
been instructed and directed to exercise i 
the highest form their technical knowledge, 
which means that semblances are not to be 
taken for realities, and that exact knowledge 
is never hysterical in its judgment, as is apt 
to be the case where a man’s equipment is in- 
complete. No competent “technical” in- 
spector ever confounds the refuse of active 
production, for instance, with careless accumu- 
lations. Nor does he, as he is popularly sup- 
posed to,shy at technical violations of electrical 
rules, as the man who knows not the why and 
wherefore of electricity’ s — is apt to do. 
Pope, it was who said, “A little learning is a 
dangerous thing,” and the experience of most 
fair-minded men has been that those men are 
most technical and arbitrary who are not sure 
of their ground and consequently insist upon 
the literal or technical observance of rules. 

In this connection, it may be well to say 
that the inspectors that have been and are 
under the writer have had no set rules. They 
have not even used blanks or forms, as the 
writer has always felt that a man becomes a 
slave to a blank which the most conscientious 
man will fall to filling out without a careful 
analysis and subsequent synthetic judgment 
of the various features entering into the de- 
sirability of a risk. Each inspector is required 
to pass on every feature in its environment, 
irrespective of local or national rules, which 
in many instances, cannot fit in individual 
cases. He then weighs all the features in the 
scale of common sense and equity. 


The Personal Element in Technical Men. 


You say, “Very few technical men can ac- 
curately gauge the moral hazard of a risk. 
Their training and temperament handicap 
them and really preclude the possibility of 
their reaching sound conclusions.” Why the 
temperament of technical men should be 
unique is not clear. Temperament is not due 
to or affected by education or training. Why, 
also, their training should handicap them is 
equally as obscure. There is something al- 
most platitudinous in the statement anent the 
personal element of a risk. The estimate of 
the personal element is all right as far as it 
goes, but how often does the special or in- 
spector come in contact with the actual owner 
of a business in a way to make his judgment 
of the individual reliable? There should be 
something more tangible than mere personal 
opinion of an individual, which is too apt to 
be another name for prejudice, in the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of risks. Cardinal Riche- 
lieus in their judgment of character and hid- 
den motives don’t masquerade as either spe- 
cials or inspectors. Besides, a man’s per- 
sonal character is not so important as the fact 
whether he is making money in his business. 
And just why inspectors who are trained, not 
only scientifically, but in the practical appli- 
cation of scientific principles, in economics 
and in the relation between science and eco- 
nomics, should not be just as able to guage 
the probable success of a business with 
an intimate knowledge of the circumstances 
affecting such success as the man who, you 
say, depends upon intuition, is rather puzzling. 

There seems to have been an unwarranted 
opposition in late years to the inspection of 
risks by men who are qualified by education 
and training to do it intelligently and with- 
out attaching undue importance to purely 
technical features. 

Special agents have no real cause to look 
with disfavor, and the possible alarm that has 
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been attributed to them by some, upon the 
advent of the inspector. The specials, - a 
class, are a noble set of workers. They have 
their particular duties, and, as a rule, are 
men honorable, wideawake and generally 
genial. The writer has yet to discover that this 
is not true of the modern-inspector. The work 
of specials and inspectors should be supple- 
mentary one to the other. In fact, the whole 
trend of civilization has been toward the divi- 
sion of labor or the specialization of effort, and 
the great business of insurance is slowly re- 
alizing that economic laws apply to it as well 
as to others. 

The truth seems to be that, like all new 
institutions, the inspector or his work is not 
thoroughly understood or appreciated. He 
has been regarded as a disturbing element in 
the pursuit of premiums, whereas, it is grad- 
ually dawning that, by reason of his intelligent 
authorization of lines and by his correct esti- 
mate of much acceptable business hitherto 
regarded as undesirable, he is becoming ‘a 
valuable aid in the acquisition of premiums.

The main argument used against technical in- 
spectors being able to reach moral hazard 
is that the hazard is constantly changing, es- 
pecially in risks with multiple occupancy. A 
report on a risk may be correct when the 
inspection is made, and in a year may be 
changed, owing to new occupancy. 

Business conditions in the section of a county 
also affect the hazard as do conditions in a 
special trade. 

It is also argued that if a technical man at- 
tempts to cover moral hazard, his field’ be- 
comes too large for him to properly handle. 

A special agent, particularly an experienced 
one, doubtless has more facilities for arriving 
at the correctness of moral hazard than the 
technical man, just as the latter is far more 
competent to report on the physical hazard. 





Chief Swenie and Sprinkler Connections. 

There has recently been some agitation 
among Chicago agents on rate allowances for 
outside sprinkler connections. Some agents 
are opposed to these allowances, as they say 
the connections are of no benefit to a risk, on 
account of the indifferent attitude of the fire 
department toward them. These agents believe 
that Chief Swenie has no faith in the efficiency 
of sprinklers and is disinclined to use them, 
and that they are therefore valueless. 

A committee of underwriters recently waited 
on the mayor and endeavored to induce him to 
direct the chief to connect with the sprinklers 
in all cases, but received little encouragement. 
Chief Swenie was seen regarding his attitude 
toward sprinklers. It had been reported that 
he had issued an order to the fire marshals 
regarding sprinklers and that this order had 
resulted in their use in the McCormick fire, 
with satisfactory results. 

The chief stated, however, that there had 
been no change in the orders or practices of 
the department with regard to sprinklers. He 
says that the fire marshals will continue in the 
future as in the past to use their judgment in 
each case as to whether sprinklers can be used 
to advantage. He says that in some cases, as 
in small fires, sprinklers would do unnecessary 
damage, especially when the fire is on upper 
floors. 

In the McCormick fire and one or two others 
where sprinklers were used recently, sprinkler 
connections appeared to be advisable, and they 
were used for that reason, not because of any 
new orders. Mr. Swenie said that sprinklers 
are a valuable aid and will be used whenever 
the judgment of the marshal in command re- 
quires it.

QUESTION OF UNAUTHORIZED COMPANIES. 

H. P. Gray & Co., and E. T. Marshail & 
Co., charged by Attorney Perry A. Hull of the 
insurance department with doing business with 
companies not licensed in Illinois, have filed 
their answers, but the cases are not likely to 
come to trial until after a long delay. The cal- 
endars are full and it may be a year or more, 
probably, before the cases are heard. In both in- 
stances the defendants executed reinsurance 
policies in companies not admitted to the 
State, and under the general laws this is held 
to be punishable by a fine. H. P. Gray & Co. 
entered a general denial of the facts, and their 
case will go to trial on the evidence. Marshall 
& Co. file a demurrer to the State’s bill, hold- 
ing that the law is unconstitutional. If the 
courts hold that agents may be fined for plac- 
ing policies of reinsurance, about every office in 
the city of Chicago will be in line for prose- 
cution.

~ OHIO FIRE MA MARSHAL TAX ISSUE. 


Companies Will Pay Amount Under Protest 
and Will Fight It Out in the Courts. 
Developments in the Case. 


Now that the fire insurance companies do- 
ing business in Ohio have received bills to 
meet the expense of the fire marshal’s office, 
on a basis of one-half of 1 per cent of their 
gross premiums for the year 1899, as provided 
for in the law enacted April 16, 1900, said 
taxes to be paid to the insurance commis- 
sioner in December of each year, there is a 
general disposition on the part of companies 
to resist payment, or, rather, to pay under 
protest, as there is scarcely time to test the 
law before the time for payment has elapsed. 

The matter has been made the subject of a 
bulletin to members of the Union, and emi- 
nent counsel has been consulted as to the 
constitutionafity of the act. 

Companies will, no doubt, be advised to 
pay under protest, and there is a strong prob- 
ability of the return of at least a portion of 
the tax being secured, because of the retro- 
active and double taxation features of the law 
below stated; but as to the constitutionality 
of a law imposing a tax on outside or foreign 
companies for this purpose, there is little hope 
of a decision favorable to the companies, as 
the State has the power to impose almost any 
obligations on an outside company in the way 
of a tax, the payment thereof being a condi- 
tion upon which it may do business in the 
State. Under the fire marshal law, the tax is 
payable to the insurance commissioner, to be 
turned into the treasury, and it is his duty to 
collect it, and his perogative to oust a com- 
panv from the State. If the present wording 
and interpretation of the law should render 
it unconstitutional, the companies might 
avoid it for this year, but it could be easily 
amended to render it effective for the future, 
so far as it concerns outside companies. 

Exceptions Which May Be Taken. 

The following exceptions may be taken to 
the bills rendered by the insurance commis- 
sioner under his construction of the law, by 
all the fire companies doing business in the 
State: 

The accounts are rendered on the basis of 

“Gross Premiums Received,” in the State, no 
deductions being made for return premiums 
on policies canceled during the year, but 
written in previous years, on which the tax 
with the law in full operation under this con- 
struction would have been paid in a previous 
year, which makes a double taxation on the 
amount of such return premiums. 

No deduction is allowed for premiums on 
reinsurance paid to other companies, said 
companies being duly authorized in the State, 
and also being required to pay the tax on 
such reinsurance, which makes a double taxa- 
tion on such reinsurance premiums. 

3. The accounts are rendered and claimed to 
be due this month, by virtue of the Act of 
April 16, 1900, and the amount is determined 
by applying the percentage to the gross pre- 
miums for the year 1899, or on business trans- 
acted prior to the time that the act became 
a law, which makes the application of the law 
retroactive, and, therefore, illegal, so far as it 
attempts to tax receipts prior to the passage 
of the law. 

Ohio Companies Exempt. 


The Ohio companies, all of which were 
served with bills on the same basis as outside 
or foreign companies, seem to have undis- 
putable grounds for exemption from this tax. 

President George W. Pohlman of the Na- 
tional of Cincinnati has stated the position 
of the Cincinnati companies, which will no 
doubt be supported by all the fire companies 
of the State, in a letter to the insurance com- 
missioner, in which he covers, in addition to 
the three points above mentioned which ap- 
ply in the cases of all companies, the excep- 
tion of the Ohio companies, in the following 
language: 

“We would respectfully state that the com-

BROKERS PLACING DETROIT BUSINESS. 


Local Agents Are Vigorously Opposing the At- 
tempts to Introduce the System in 
Their City. 


Graham, Whitbeck & Goodrich is the name of- 
a firm of brokers who have entered the insur- 
Detroit for the purpose of 
soliciting and placing fire and life insurance 

They their 
chief stock in trade is the argument that an 
agent of the companies cannot properly repre- 
sent the assured, as the interests are antagon- 
istic. Mr. Whitbeck, the fire insurance man of 
the firm, formerly with the 
Buffalo Reporting Company, whose business it 
is to report on the condition of fire insurance 
companies. Mr. Graham is a lawyer and Mr. 
Goodrich formerly superintendent of 
agents in Michigan for the Home Life. 

The firm is meeting with little success in 
placing business through Detroit local agents, 
as they intended, as the Detroit Underwriters 
Club makes no provision for the placing of 
business by brokers. The sentiment among 
agents in Detroit is adverse to the brokerage 
system of transacting business, and it is not 
likely that the new firm will be able to place 
much business in that city.

A few years ago rates on 
mercantile and preferred business in Danville 
were reduced 20 pef cent on account of the 
competition of a local mutual, the American 
Mutual Fire. The mutual failed over a year 
agc, but the rates have remained the same, and 
recently a new rate book was issued, incor- 
porating the reduced rates.

The old rates will probably be restored to a 
great extent, although there will be some 
changes from the old tariff.

DAWSON’S NEW FRATERNAL PROJEC T 





An Old Line Company to Be Organized and 
Operated Under the Fraternal Laws— 
Outline of the Plan. 





Miles M. Dawson, the well-known consulting 
actuary of New York, is now interested in pro- 
moting a unique proposition in regard to insur- 
ance. He proposes to organize a society under 
the fraternal laws of New York for the pur- 
pose of doing business practically upon the old 
line plan. In thus organizing under a law 
where no legal reserve is required, it will not be 
necessary to put up the capital which is now 
recognized as necessary in the organization of 
a new company under legal reserve statutes. 

The proposed organization will be called the 
Fellowship of Solidarity. It will issue whole 
life policies, comprising all the features which 
are now offered by leading old line companies, 
including guaranteed cash surrenders, divi- 
dends, loans, paid-up and extended insurance 
and non-forfeitures. The premium charges of 
the proposed society will be based upon the net 
premium of the American 3 per cent table of 
mortality. There will be no loading for ex- 
pense. The expenses of the society will be 
met entirely from the saving in mortality, 
which Mr. Dawson estimates will be at least 
60 per cent during the first year, and at least 
30 per cent thereafter. It is proposed also 
to pay investment expenses out of interest earn- 
ings on accumulated funds. 

Application of Reserve. 


In respect to reserve, the prospectus states 
that the “constitution and policies will recog- 
nize a liability equal to the full reserves re- 
quired of level premium companies by the 
State for the same policies.” There is at pres- 
ent no standard of reserve in New York State, 
but it has heretofore been customary for com- 
panies to use the American 4 per cent table. It 
is stated, however, that the Fellowship of 
Solidarity will maintain a fund to the credit 
of each member, equal to the reserve required 
by the American 3 per cent standard. 

The new organization will depart from the 
plans of old line companies by incorporating 
a safety provision in the policies, which will 
admit of a special levy upon policyholders at 
any time to make up a deficiency in the funds, 
in this way retaining one of the chief objec- 
tions which have been advanced to the assess- 
ment plan of insurance. Mr. Dawson is, of 
course, attempting to make a compromise be- 
tween assessment and old line insurance. The 
plan contemplates a transaction of business 
at an expense ratio considerably lower than 
the average of the regular companies. Mr. 
Dawson believes that the society will be able 
to operate upon the somewhat restricted mar- 
gins provided without encroaching upon the 
reserve funds, which funds, contrary to similar 
funds in old line companies, could not be 
charged against the company as a liability un- 
der the law. The proposed cash values repre- 
sent the full reserve on the Actuaries’ 4 per 
cent basis, with a surrender charge equal to 25 
per cent of one year’s premium. 


Life and Disability Festure. 


One of the most interesting features of the 
proposed new organization is a combination life 
and disability policy, under which, for a charge 
about equal to the present life rates of the old 
line companies, it is proposed to furnish whole 
life insurance, together with a weekly indem- 
nity of $5 for thirteen weeks, on account of to- 
tal disability from accident or illness, $3 for 
the second thirteen weeks and $2 per week for 
the remainder of the period of total disability. 
Another feature is a proposed policy furnishing 
insurance at actual cost. It is practically step- 
rate insurance, the charge increasing from 


year to year on the basis of the actual increase 
in mortality. 
Before a charter can be secured it will be 








necessary to obtain advance subscriptions from 
at least two hundred members, taking $2,000 in 
insurance each. These members must pay in, in 
cash, at least $4,000. The prospectus says: 

“The organizers are gentlemen who believe 
that the success of the society is assured, and 
they are willing to risk their money upon the 
chances of its complete success without asking 
for special remuneration.” 

It is, of course, contemplated that the or- 
ganizers will be identified with the new society 
as Officials. 

In soliciting charter members, the following 
interesting statement is made: 

“Those who are the first and oldest mem- 
bers will naturally have great influence in the 
councils of the society. The constitution will 
provide that the by-laws, which may be altered 
irom time to time by the general councils, 
shall fix the expense provision. This is fixed 
now at a very low figure, which, it is hoped, 
may be maintained; but any increase in future 
will affect only members received after that 
time. While, if even less will do, the reduc- 
tion will apply to old members also. So in 
this all-important matter the founders cannot 
suffer by increases, and must benefit by reduc- 
tions. 





NORTHWESTERN WILL NOT CHANGE. 

The rumor that the Northwestern Mutual 
Life contemplates the discontinuance of an- 
nual dividends and the adoption of the five- 
year distribution plan, taking the same course 
in this regard that the ZEtna adopts on Janu- 
ary I, seems to be without foundation. Vice- 
President Willard Merrill, of the Northwest- 
ern, states that the company officials have 
no thought of making any such change. The 
rumor probably arose from the A£tna’s ac- 
tion, which has been widely commented upon 
in life insurance circles. 

++ ++ 
ROUSTABOUT BUSINESS IN CHICAGO. 

At this period of the year the roustabout 
business in Chicago is in full blast. By this 
is meant the large policies controlled by large 
rebaters, who “twist” them from company to 
company each year, so that they-can offer 75 
per cent rebate and yet make a margin. The 
roustabouts seem to be “up a tree” this year, 
as they can find no company that will take 
this class. Heretofore there have been three 
companies on which they relied. One of them 
shut down on this business by reducing com- 
missions so that 75 per cent could not be 
paid. The other two companies are now car- 
rying the business, so additional sources are 
being sovght. Several general agents in Chi- 
cago have been approached by these men in a 
desperate effort to place the business, but thus 
far they have not been successful. These pol- 
icies on a single life range from $50,000 to 
$100,000. Business men take them, as they get 
a rebate of 75 per cent every year, and never 
intend to pay a full premium. If the rebate 
is not forthcoming they will not carry the 
line further. 

++ + 
EQUITABLE GUARANTEED CASH VALUE POLICY. 

The guaranteed cash value policy of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society has been re- 
vised and samples of the new policies sent out 
to agents, under date of December 7, with 
a letter stating that brilliant results are ex- 
pected by the officers of the Society during 
the remainder of the year, with this improved 
contract, and it is expected that every man 
will employ his utmost diligence in closing 
up business during the remaining days. 

The following are the chief points in the 
new contract: 

(1) The guarantee of the full reserve in cash 
as a surrender value after tenth year. 

(2) A corresponding increase from the 
tenth to the fifteenth years in loans and paid- 
up values. 

(3) The surrender value in paid-up assur- 
ance is automatic, and if no action is taken 
by the assured, the paid-up assurance will 
immediately go into effect; but 

(4) If the policy becomes automatically 
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paid-up, the assured can at any time secure 
the cash value instead. 

(5) The option of taking extended term as- 
surance for the face of the policy instead of 
the guaranteed amount in paid-up assurance, 
subject to stipulated conditions. 

(6) A provision for reinstatement at any 
time, subject to the usual rules. 

(7) Permits for military service under new 
and more liberal conditions than heretofore. 

(8) Provisions made for the policy’s settle- 
ment at maturity in installments if desired, 
instead of one lump sum. The increased 
amounts thus guaranteed are contained in a 
table in the policy. . 

(9) Provision made for policy’s settlement 
at maturity as an annuity, if desired, said 
annuity payable during the lifetime of the 
beneficiary. 





COMMISSIONER FOGG’S REPORT. 





Condition of the Piqua Mutual Aid and Poto- 
mac Life Partly Shown by the Inves- 
tigation—Interesting Details. 





The report of Special Commissioner W. R. 
Fogg, who has in charge, by authority of the 
court, the interests of the Piqua Mutual policy- 
holders of the Potomac Life, has made his 
first report to the court on his investigations. 
He visited the home office of the Potomac 
July 5 for ten days, August 27 for five days 
and October 5 for two days. The report is 
more or less incomplete, but it is expected that 
the commissioner will make additional reports 
from time to time. Attorney M. R. Patterson, 
for the Potomac, will be in Cincinnati this 
week. 

The commissioner makes the following state- 
ment of the financial affairs of the two asso- 
ciations :

Assets as above described were entered in 
regular order on the cash book of the Potomac 
Life, as assets received from the Piqua. The 
ledger accounts. of the Potomac were not 
posted to date on October 6. A complete list of 
policyholders of the Piqua, in good standing 
January 24, has been made, and is in the hands 
of the commissioner. 

The commissioner “has ascertained the lia- 
bilities of the Piqua on January 25 as $47,- 
417:50, which would leave, when deducted 
from said $76,233.15, a balance of $28,814.65, 
from which balance, as commissioner under- 
stands, is to be paid out to policyholders de- 
clining to go with the Potomac such propor- 
tion thereof as the number thereof bears to the 
whole membership as the same existed on 
January 25.” 

It is understood there are about 7,000 policy- 
holders who transferred to the Potomac from 
the Piqua. 

At the time of the reinsurance those who 
were in a position to know figured that there 
must be at least $90,000 in assets and current 
mortality collections which were turned over 
to the Potomac. It was also- stated that the 
Potomac must have spent nearly $10,000 in the 


litigation and other expenses connected with 
the transfer, but no information as to this 
appears in the report. 

Those of the policyholders who were trans- 
ferred understand that the Potomac agreed 
never to raise the rates nor to scale the face 
of the pciicies in any way, and insurance men 
who are familiar with the old assessment rates 
are skeptical that the Potomac means to do 
this. From an insurance standpoint, speaking 
actuarially, it cannot be done, and especially as 
the physical average of the risks must have 
been greatly lowered by the shake-up incident 
to the reinsurance. It is felt if the Potomac 
tries to do this it will go up, and if there is 
any ruse in the matter it will have broken faith 
with the members. 

Attorney Patterson of Columbus, who is 
manipulating the deal for the Potomac people, 
is considered very shrewd, and he may be able 
to extricate them. 

The Potomac is operated by the old Binkley 
clique, who attained undesirable fame in In- 
diana as undergrounders. Binkley for some 
reason could not get along peacefully with the 
insurance department, and anticipating that he 
would shortly be closed up, which was the 
state auditor's intention, he disappeared from 
Indianapolis between two days, as did the 
records of the company he was then operating. 
It is understood he merely notified the mem- 
bers that they had been reinsured in the Po- 
tomac and that collections would thereafter 
be made from Washington.

S. F. ANGUS RESIGNS THE NATIONAL. 

The resignation of S. F. Angus as general 
manager of the National Life of Vermont. at 
Detroit, to take effect December 15, was an- 
nounced last week. The National’s Michigan 
general agency is one of the most desirable in 
the company’s territory, and was built up years 
ago, when Mr. Angus took hold as a new man 
and demonstrated himself to be probably the 
best handler of agents in the “Wolverine 
State.” When the board of directors of the 
old Imperial Life found that the company’s 
natural premium plans had placed it in an un- 
enviable position, they cast about and offered 
Mr. Angus the presidency, to accept which he 
resigned the National. The Imperial was too 
far gone to resurrect, and after it reinsured Mr. 





Angus took a large territory for the Home 








Life. He resigned this general agency in favor 
of his cashier, William Van Sickle, and again 
went with the National, which he has now again 
resigned, 

His natural creative and executive abilities 
have been directed more and more to the elec- 
tric railway business, and rumor has it that 
he is fast accumulating a handsome fortune in 
this fascinating work. Mr. Angus is a large 
owner in two extensive electric systems, and has 
promoted the construction of others. He 
maintains offices at both Ann Arbor and De- 
troit, and the present offices of the National 
Life in the Majestic building, Detroit, will be 
retained by him for his railroad business. There 
are understood to be numerous applicants for 
the general agency and among those mentioned 
as being considered is W. L. Atkin, the suc- 
cessful general agent for western Michigan at 
Grand Rapids. W. J. Holman of Calumet has 
an independent general agency for the upper 
peninsula.

METROPOLITAN'S SUB-STANDARD PLANS. 

The Metropolitan Life will alter its plan of 
writing sub-standard business on the first of 
the year. At present the company places a 
lien on the policy, which is offset after five 
years by annual dividends. It will continue 
this method, but will also give the option of 
a higher rate, which will be decreased after 
five years in the same manner. The company 
writes all its sub-standard risks on the par- 
ticipating plan. 


DECISION ON A LAPSED POLICY. 

A decision handed down by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the Cohen case 
from Montana settles an important point re- 
garding lapsed policies and the obligation of 
life insurance companies to notify the insured 
when a premium is due. Mr. Cohen took out 
a policy in the Mutual Life of New York, 
which he allowed to lapse in 1892. Upon his 
death, five years later, his beneficiary endeav- 
ored to collect the amount of the policy, after 
deducting the unpaid premiums, on the ground 
that the company was obliged by law to notify 
the assured that his premium was due, and 
that as the company failed to do this the policy 
was continued in force with a lien against it 
for the amount of the unpaid premiums. The 
law cited was in the State of New York, in 
which the company is incorporated, but the 
court held that the law applied to business 
written in that State only, and as the assured 
was a resident of Montana it did not affect his 
policy.

EQUITABLE WILL REACH 1699 RECORD. 

From inside sources it is learned that the 
Equitable Life will reach its record of 1899 
for new business this year, $203,000,000. It 
has been repeatedly predicted that owing to 
the Equitable’s sweeping reforms its business 
would fall probably to $150,000,000 during 
1900, but its agency force has been kept in- 
tact to a phenomenal degree. After the re- 
newal income begins, the company will have 
a firm hold on its agents. Its work this year 


has been creditable to the institution.

REEVE’S PLAN FOR INSURANCE. 

C. H. Reeve, Chicago manager of the Pru- 
dential’s ordinary department, is pushing 
among financial men a combination investment 
and insurance policy, which is attracting the 
attention of many Chicago financiers. Mr. 
Reeve is exhibiting it more on the investment 
side of the proposition, as he has found that 
the insurance element confuses the other idea, 
and it is sufficiently convincing on that alone. 
As an instance of the proposition, a man pays 
$100,000 in cash to the company. This is di- 
vided in different proportions, according to 
age, but at an average age $60,000 of it will 
buy a paid-up policy for $100,000. The com- 
pany takes the remaining $40,000 and invests 
it in an annuity, which will pay a good inter- 
est on the $100,000 for the balance of the 
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man’s life. At age 30, for instance, it will pay 
3.65 per cent, and at 50 the return will be 3.54. 
The question was as to whether this was sub- 
ject to taxation, but opinions have now been 
secured from the most eminent insurance at- 
torneys, agreeing that the $60,000 insurance 
portion is free from taxation, and that of the 
annuity the only part that can be taxed at that 
which is due and payable, or about $3, 500 out 
of the entire $100,000. Any gilt-edged bonds 
are taxable and sel! a premium, and while 
government bonds are not taxable, the fives 
due in 1904 are selling at 1.134% and pay but 
0085 per cent net; the fours net 1.56 per cent, 
and the threes, due in 1908, 1.64. The com- 
pany will give a number of options on the pay- 
ment of the principal sum when due, or will 
give 5 per cent gold bonds for the amount, 
with a contract fixing the cash premiuni at 
which these bonds will be redeemed at any 
year.

The Manhattan Life issues the following an- 
nouncement: The Manhattan Life Insurance 
Company has decided to adopt the 3% per cent 
standard of business re- 
ceived after January 1, 1901. This ac- 
tion of the company is in conformity 
with its record for careful business method, 
and is in line with other leading American 
companies, that have nearly all decided to 
adopt a higher standard than the old 4 per 
cent.

HARTFORD LIFE’S PROVIDENT DEPARTMENT. 
The provident department of the Hartford 
Life is meeting with very good success in 
Chicago with its monthly payment plan. The 
rates are the same as the usual industrial, ex- 
cept that payments are made monthly instead 
of weekly. Thus, instead of 10 or I5 
cents a week the insured pays 22, 44 or 66 
cents a month, or higher, as the case may be. 
The plan was in the nature of an experiment 
and the results have been so satisfactory that, 
as soon as its preparations are completed, i 
will push out in Illinois. The company is now 
writing children on this plan.

INTEREST EARNINGS OF WESTERN COMPANIES. 
The Equitable Life of Iowa has prepared an 
interesting table, comparing itself with twen- 
ty-four of the leading companies in the United 
States. The table gives a number of exhib- 
its, most of which are affected by the inter- 
est earned, and the comparison is in favor of 
the western companies. The table shows the 
ratio of admitted assets to liabilities, per cent 
of interest, rent and profits earned in 1899 to 
admitted assets, and per cent of surplus earned 
in 1899 to mean reserves, with several other 
exhibits. The Equitable is excelled by only a 
few companies on any point included in the 
table, and by no company on more than one. 
The table shows the superior advantages for 
loaning money enjoyed by companies in the 
West, especially the comparatively small ones. 
The Equitable earned 6.49 per cent on its as- 
sets, against the average of 4.74, the only other 
company of the twenty-four that earned over 6 
per cent being the Union Central, which earned 
6.30. The Michigan Mutual comes next with 
5.61. The Northwestern earned 4.80 per cent, or 
more than any other company with assets of 
more than one hundred millions.

The former executive special offices in 
the Rookery, where Mr. Carlile himself was 
first located, will also be retained. 


Weed & Kennedy have appointed Charles J

managers for the Metropolitan and Phenix 
Mutual Life, besides being United States man 
agers for a number of foreign fire insurance 
companies. Mr. Gore was agency director for 
the New York Life at Hartford for one year, 
and was for several years general agent for 
Missouri for the Connecticut Mutual. 


The New York Life retaliated on James

Mr. Bar- 
cus has now secured a temporary order, re- 
straining the company or its agents from prose- 
cuting the suit until his suit against the com- 
pany is disposed of. The order is made re- 
turnable December 17. 


A suit against the Northwestern Mutual 
Life at Warren, Ohio, has been decided in 
favor of the plaintiff. The case hinged on 
the question whether a misstatement in the 
application for life insurance would void the 
policy. The insured, S. H. Risley, stated in 
his application to the Northwestern that he 
was a total abstainer, while. in fact, he drank 
occasionally, when away from home for a 
“good time.” He died recently and the com- 
pany resisted payment on the ground of mis- 
represefitation in the application. Suit was 
then brought by Mabel J. Risley. the bene- 
ficiary under her father’s will, for $5,000, and 
the jury returned a verdict in her favor. 


Joel R. Gay of Grand Rapids, and for some- 
time past the district superintendent of the 
Mutual Life of New York, located in that 
city, has been promoted to the position of su- 
perintendent of agents for the company in 
Michigan. Mr. Gay will henceforth have his 
office in the company’s state headquarters in 
Detroit, and will make his home there. He 
takes the place of D. A. Pierson, who has been 
also given an advance in work. Mr. Gay is one 
of the most successful and energetic young in- 
surance men of Grand Rapids. He was the 
first secretary ‘of the Grand Rapids Life Under- 
writers Association. 


The Chevaliers, a fraternal insurance order, 
was organized at Akron, Ohio,,a few days ago 
with Congressman Charles Dick as supreme 
president. Dayton A. Doyles is supreme vice- 
president and counselor; L. S. Myler, supreme 
secretary; Dr. L. E. Sisler, supreme treasurer; 
Dr. E. J. Cauffield, supreme medical director. 
Mr. Myler was instrumental in the organiza- 
tion of the order, and will look after the form- 
ing of the local branches. The features of 
the certificates of insurance are much the same 
as those of other concerns of the kind. Besides 
life insurance, accident and health certificates 
will also be issued to members, and a provision 
will be made for old age. It is said that the 
order will also have an annuity feature in the 
policy which is different from the others. 


The Equitable Life is contesting the pay- 
ment of $10,500 which the city of New Orleans 
claims it owes for license taxes. The city 
passed an ordinance imposing a tax on every 
life insurance company, corporation or society 
doing business there, the tax to be based on the 
gross annual premiums collected by the com- 
pany in the city of New Orleans, and on the 
business in all cities and foreign countries on 
which no license tax has been paid therein. 
The city claims that the tax on the Equitable’s 
premiums for 1899 and 1900 amounts to $5,250 
for each year; on gross premiums of upw ard of 
$700,000 for the two years. This indicates that 
no attempt is being made to collect for pre- 
miums outside of New Orleans, as the society's 
premiums in Louisiana for one year amounted 
to over $607,000.

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PERSONAL ACCIDENT COMPANIES’ ADVANCES. 

Casualty companies appear to be sharing in 
the brisk demand for insurance that has been 
noticeable in other branches since the election, 
at least in their personal accident and health 
departments. All companies report a brisk 
business and expect to make a good showing 
at the end of the year. Health insurance is 
rapidly extending among all classes of people, 
and the companies will probably show an in- 
crease of 50 to 100 or more per cent on that 
class this year. 

In personal accident insurance, double bene- 
fit policies are the most popular and very few 
others are written on classes where the com- 
panies will issue the combination policies. The 
experience of companies on these policies has 
been favorable, the extra premium charged af- 
fording a good profit over the increased losses 
resulting. The tendency of the companies is 
toward increased liberality in the list of ac- 
cidents for which double benefits will be paid, 
the newest policy of the A©tna including bicycle 
accidents. A few years ago the International 
Association of Accident Underwriters agreed 
to discriminate against bicycle accidents by 
paying smaller benefits or charging an extra 
premium for their inclusion in the policy. Of 
late years, however, the experience has been 
more favorable, whether because the bicycle 
is less generally used than formerly or from 
some other cause is hard to tell. A peculiar 
thing about it is the greater number of bi- 
cycle accidents in the East than in the West. 
The only way insurance men can account for 
the differences is in the fact that the West is 
mainly level, while the East is hilly, resulting 
in numerous accidents in riding down hill.

RAILROAD INSTALLMENT BUSINESS. 

Railroad installment insurance is being writ- 
ten by nearly all companies that do both health 
and accident insurance, and it is extending 
over nearly all well-equipped roads. Com- 
panies of course charge a higher rate on roads 
that are unequipped with safety appliances. A 
higher rate is charged south of the Ohio River 
and in some parts -of the West, because the 
roads in those sections are notoriously lacking 
in that respect. Trunk lines, or other well- 
equipped roads, are specifically excepted from 
the higher charge. The difference is about 
$2 per thousand fer an engineer and propor- 
tionate for other positions. There may be 
some weli-equipped roads in those sections, but 
unless they are large ones the business does 
not justify an inspection and they have to pay 
the higher rate.

FIDELITY & CASUALTY ON CONTRACTORS. 

The Fidelity and Casualty Company Bul- 
letin, regarding contractors’ risks, says: 

Large contracting risks, though they appeal 
to most agents as “good business,” are regarded 
with disfavor by conservative liability compa- 
nies. The reason is not only that the rates 
have generally been too low, but that deception 
has been too frequently practiced in represent- 
ing the particular hazard or the exposure, or 
both, 

In large undertakings the principal and the 
contractors” sureties stipulate as a rule that he 
shall carry insurance on his liability as an em- 
ployer of labor for personal accident incident 
to his operations. The greater the hazard of 
accident involving liability (and, as a con- 
sequence, the higher the rate) the less likely is 
the contractor to be relieved of this condition. 
It must be borne in mind, therefore, that the 
contract price carries “loading” at least equal 
to the premium on the liability policy. The 
Principal under the contract may therefore be 
an interested party in the liability premium, 
and it is not unreasonable to suppose that at 
times there may be a conspiracy on the part of 
contractor and principal to misrepresent the 
risk in some way in order to lower the cost of 
the insurance, ; 

. The stipulated price of the work, when 
judged by the character of the operations, is in 





most cases a fair index of the wage item in- 
volved, but other details and conditions of the 
contract are not to be ignored. The agent’s 
safe course at all times is to demand full in- 
formation as to the plans and specifications 
and the contract price. If he cannot himself 
from this data determine the fairness of the 
wage estimate submitted the matter should be 
referred to the home office for a decision. If 
the details asked for are refused it may be 
taken for granted that the moral hazard of the 
risk is objectionable. The reasons for a close 
scrutiny of the contract by the liability com- 
pany are as valid as are those for the strict 
inquiry made by the surety company which 
guarantees its performance, and the honest con- 
tractor understands them, or can be made to 
understand them by an intelligent agent. 

An intelligent agent, one who is disposed 
to be prudent and faithful in all things, will 
know from experience what points are of in- 
terest to the underwriters at the home office, 
and will take pains that they are not left with- 
out information about them. We again ask for 
painstaking care in this matter.
